Committee. 
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Report of School Board. 


The fiscal school year is now drawing to a close, and it is 


with a good degree of satisfaction we review the work accom- 
plished and its results. 

During the spring term six schools were maintained. In the 
fall it was thought best to discontinue the one in the New Boston 
Division, as the number of pupils in both that and the East 
Washington school was not so large as to require the services of 
two teachers. Conveyance was furnished for those inconvenient- 
ly distant from the East Washington school house, and all were 
accommodated there. 

The school house in the Mountain division has been sold, and 
the sum received for it used in repairing other school buildings. 

The school house in the Wilcox Mills division was unfit for 
use, and necessary repairs have been made. In the Farnsworth 
division the seats and desks which have served several genera- 
tions were neither sightly nor comfortable, and have been re- 
placed by new ones. ‘ 

One side of the New Boston school house has been shingled. 

It has long been felt that new Readers were needed, there- 
fore, Carpenter’s Geographical Readers, Gueber’s Story of the 
Great Republic, and The Story of the Thirteen Colonies, have 
~ been introduced as supplementary reading. The older scholars 
- requiring a change in Grammars, The Mother Tongue Book 11 
' has been purchased. 

In compliance with the recently enacted State Law, United 
States flags have been placed over all the school houses not pre- 
viously supplied. 

Our school funds have been slightly increased by money re- 
ceived from the town of Windsor as tuition for two of its pupils, 
and from the parents of one from Hillsboro. 

Parents in some of the schools have manifested more inter- 
est in having their children attend school regularly, which has 
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materially added to the profit of the schools. 
Twenty-two weeks’ school have been provided and we feel 
that the results have been reasonably satisfactory. _
